Inn Undertakers (for fo 1 call the tirſt Promoters, and not ſuch who 

have unwarily joined with them) did thereupon publiſh a Silly Pamphlet under the Title of the Free- 

Holders Anſwer, hoping thereby to put a ſtop to ray Subſcriptions : and tho as ſome Gentlemen well 

obſerv?d, it deſerv?d rather Contempt than an Autwer, yer I thought it not amiſs tolay hold of this Opportunity 

to give the Free-holders a truer Account of this wonderful Lincoln's- Inn Bank, than the Undertakers have done in 

a late Paper, intituled, Am Account of the Land- Bank, aud to ſhew thein what raighty Feats, they, or ſuch who 

have given notice to the Mortgagees for taking in their Money, in hopes of being ſupplyed by the ſaid intended 

Bank, may expeCt from the ſaid Undertakers.

Note, than a Gentleman tbat has 19901. per Annum. 

And what of all this ? Do our Undertakers pretend to better his Credit ? No, they tell him he ſhall have Money 
for 3 1. 10 5. per Cent. per Annitm, if he will make over his Eſtate to them for a Security, and ſuffer them to 
Charge his Land with Bills for the like value ; fo that the Gentleman is to create them a Fund, and come Cap 
in Hand to our Undertakers for a few of their Bank- Bills, which if any one takes, it is becauſe they are ſecured by the 
Gentleman's Efiatc, wiw norwidiftandiny i nur likely to bes Penny Oatner by the Bank; ertakers 
propoſe (as appears by their Printed Paper) to get 39 or 40 1. per Cent. per Annuwmn protit to thernſelves : So that in 
deed it is the Gentleman's Eſtate they truli, and not the Gentleman himſelf, or rather he truſts them with his Eſtate 
wherewith to raiſe therntclves a Reputation 5 Without which they well know no Body will credit them, nor 
their Bills; 

In the next Place our Undertakers fay, That I propoſe to my ſelf a fourth part of the clear Profits according 
to my Propoſals.

Yes, Mr. Undertakers; tho my Books have 1zin open but half the time as yours have, I have al- 
ready Subſcriptions for the value of five times more than you can pretend to: But I know there lie 
your Grievance ; and icveral have been nibbling at me to know my Methods of raifing Money : 
But now 1 ſhall give the Freeholder one Reaſon more than I have yet done, why I do not diſcover my ſaid Methods, 
viz, On Wedneſday the, 26th of June, a Subſcriber to the Lincolns-Inn- Bank meeting me after the uſual Comple- 
ment, ſays he, Mr. Briſcoe why will you not agree with us? I knowing nothing oi his being a Subſcriber ro the

wo empty Diſbes : And | have beer. toid by ſome of the Subſcribers to the ſaid Intended Bank, rhat ſeveral had ſub- 
ſeribed 1000 1. apiece, whom they were ſatisfied knew not where to raiſe ſo manyShillings. But however,thoſe Gentle- 
men being, ſo well acquainted with Dego's Anſwer, they cannot be at a loſs what to ſay when their Subſcription- 
Money ſhall come to be called for. And fince I am upon this Subject, 1 will add one Paſſage more between another 
of their Society and me ; who preſſed me very earnelily to join with them, bidding me make my own Demands :

1000 1. Bills with 1001. in Money ; now 1 do not tind them to be ſuch Cenjurers but another may do as much \\ /- 7 - 
as they : If therefore the National Land-Bank iſſue out no Bills, they will want no Money to circulate them, if —--- 
they do they will have 31. 05s. 10d, per Cent. per Annum Intereſt for them, which is 301. 8 5s. 4 d. per Annum 
for every 1cool. value in Bills that they ſhall iflue out, and for every 1000 1. Bills muſt be given about 1300 /. 
value real Security : And according to our Undertakers Notion 1co 1. in Money will circulate 10007. Bills. Now 
1 will refer it to any Rational Man, whether the National Bank upon 1300 4, Security cannot raiſe, and If out of 
30l. $5. 4d. per Annum they cannot afford to pay Intereſt for 160 1. in Specie ;, if no better way could be found 
out to raiſe Money. And therefore, with our Undertakers leave, 1 ſee no occation to ſhut up my Books, which 
I know they earneſily long for, that they may have an Opportunity to make a Penny of the Free-holders. 

Ay but fay our Undertakers, 24. Briſcoe read over our Settlement, and could make no Objeition againſt it, but de- 
fired to be a Subſcriber for 1c00 |. without paying any Money. | 

It is well known that I did obje& againſt it to ſome of their Company, and gave them the Reaſons for ſuch 
my Objections 3 andI told the ſame Perſon that one of the Undertakers had offer*d me to ſubſcribe 10co 1, and 
that I ſhould not pay in any Money, but that I would not be concerned with them on ſuch diſhonourable Terms ; 
but I find that is but a common Kindneſs they afford to ſeveral others, whoſe Subſcriptions, tho they may ſerve 


to ſwell up the Sum, will I doubt go buta little way in the circulating of their Bills. 


I ſhall add ſomething farther, by way of Parallel, between the National Land-Bark, and the pretended 


Lincoln's-Inn Bank, 

The IVational Land- Bank, is properly fo called, the Fund being Land, the Society Landed Men, who appoint 
Landed Men to be Truſtees, Governonrs, Treaſurers, &c. and diſplace them at pleaſure. 

The Lincolns- Inn Bank aſſume the Name of a Land-Bank, improperly 3 far Money is their Fund, the Socicty 
Monicd Men, who appoint Truſtees, Direftors, &c, wherein the Landed Men have no Vote, not fo much as 
for a Door-keeper. 

The National Land- Bank, furniſhes the Landed Men with Money, for 3/7. os. 104. per Cent. per Annum 


among, whom all the Protits of the Bank are to be divided, 
The Lincolns-Inn Bank propoſes to furniſh the Landed Men for 31. 10 s. o d. per Cent. per Annum, but do not 
AE 


allow them one Penny advantage by the Bank, .
